A SMALL ATTENDANCE 


In the Senate Chamber, but the Corridors 
Were Crowded. 


Washigton, March 23.—There was a small 
attendance of-senators and only a few peo 
ple in the galleries of the senate at the 
time of opening today, but the number of 
people in the corridors was about as large 
as usual. Mr. Allen, ex-senator from 
Washington state, and now awaiting de- 
cision of the senate upon the questions 
growing out of his appointment by the gov- 
ernor of that state, was upon the floor con- 
ferring with members relative to his case. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution in regard to 
the commission to inquire into the several 
executive departments of the government, 
which had been the subject Of discussion 
in ysterday’s session.

TAKEN TO SING SING. 


Carlyle Harris, the Wife Polsoger, Takes 
His Last Ride } 


BEFORE HE SiS IN DEATHS CHAIR. 


Parting With the Officials of Tombs 
Prison in New York. 


CROWDS AT STATIONS TO SEE HIM. 


As the Door of His Cell Closes He Bids 
Goodby to All—His Cell Next to the 
Death Chamber— Other Crimes. 


Sing Sing, New York, March 23.—In a 
solitary grated cage of iron in a low, shed- 
like structure within the prison walls, Car- 
lyle W. Harris is spending the first night 
of his waiting in prison for death. The 
chair in which he is expected to die is not 
thirty feet distant from the cot whereon he 
may sleep tonight, if he can. He does not 
know, however; that he might throw the 
doors open and flip a paper wad over the 
oaken chair, wherein they expect to focus 
the silent forces to, compass his death. 
Were the young man’s cell open, he might 
well nigh hear the wash of the river be- 
neath the walls that shut him in from the 
outer world. He is not alone tonight. 
He never will be again without human 
companionship unless he should be consider- 
ed favorably by the governor. Just out- 
side his ante-mortem tomb of iron, a 
keeper sits and watches. They fear he 
may try to kill himself and the yawning of 
death in the next apartment is jealous of 
its prey. 

The Death Watch. 

The death watch is set. Harris was 
astir in his cell at the Tombs in New York 
at 5 o'clock this morning. Well,“ he 
ejaculated through his cigarette smoke to 
the keeper who watched, “‘this will be my 
last morning in here anyhow.” 

At 6 o'clock, the keepers came. Harris 
saw them and knew what it meant. “We 
have come to take you to Sing Sing,” said 
Burke. 

J thought you would be here early,“ re- 
turned Harris with a smile. He put on his 
overcoat, hat and gloves and came down 
into the office. He was handcuffed by 
Deputy Sheriff Brown. They waited in- 
side until a horse car was in sight, then 
Sheriff Brown brought him out. Harris 
shivered slightly as he felt the chill, damp 
air of the morning. The car was full of 
passengers. They at once recognized him. 
There was considerable excitement. ‘Lhe 
trip from the Tombs was made early 80 as 
to avoid the crowd of curiosity seekers. 

At tue Grand Central station there was 
a crowd, however. The deputies hurried 
their prisoner through the gates into the 
train. Tue otlicers and prisoners took 
seats in the smoking car, Harri not 
} at it was 
learned of his presence. They crowded 
into the smoking car until every seat was 
taken. Some women were willing to sit 
in the smoker. When all the space was filled 
up people filed along the line and stopped in 
front of Harris and stared into hig face. 
He did not like the scrutiny and turned his 
face away. Once when a woman looked 
at him he looked her full in the eye ang 
watched her walk away. She was young 
and pretty. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
trip, with the possible exception of Harris’s 
unconcern, was the mysterious way in 
which the passengers in the stations knew 
he was_coming. They even knew what 
ear he was in. The train that brought 
Harris up got here at 8:24 o’clock. Burke 
and Brown were going to give Harris a ride 
to the prison. e said he preferred to 
walk and take the air. This is my last 
chance,” he said to the three, and with a 
small crowd trailing behind, walked back 
along the track until the prison was 
reached. 

“Goodby, All.” 

At 8:35 o' clock, the doors of the prison 
closed on Harris. To a little crowd in 
the dark passageway, he turned and said 
in a tone that was touching with sadness: 

“Goodby, all, I cannot shake hands with 
any one. He grasped the hands of the 
deputies and disappeared. 

Every particle of clothing was taken from 
him and he was dressed anew to the skin. 
He got a neat cutaway suit of black. His 
hair was trimmed and the béard he grew 
in the Tombs he shaved off. Then he was 
measured, weighed, his age, name birth- 
* etc., taken and he was locked in the 
cell. 


The Case of Wade Haines Which Has Become 
Celebrated in South Carolina, 


Columbia, S. C., March 23.—(Special.)— 
There is very general interest manifested 
in the fate of Wade Haines, the young 
negro who was convicted on circumstantial] 
evidence of having murdered Miss Florence 
Hornsby, near this city, several years 
ago. 

The execution has been delayed again and 
again in the hope that there would be evi- 
dence to clear him from a crime that it 
would appear he did not commit. All the 
circumstances of the crime make it of the 
most intense interest. | 

Tomorrow is the day set for the execu- 
tion, and Governor ‘Tillman states that 
nothing has yet turned up to justify him 
in further staying the sentence. 

It is known that a papér was submitted 
to the governor alleging that a negro and 
his*wife, who were supposed to have evidence 
against a white person that would show the 
last named was the murderer, died 
suddenly in_the settlement where the crime 
was committed, the supposition being that 
they were poisoned. Detectives have been 
working secretly on the case for months. 
It is possible that there may be some as- 
tonishing developments tomorrow.

CARLISLE BOUNCED HIM. 
The Tennessee Delegation Tried to Preven 
It but Failed. 

Washington, March 23.—Secretary Car- 
lisle has accepted the resignation of A. M. 
Hughes, of Tennessee, chief of the loan 
division of the registrar’s office in the treas- 
ury department. Hughes was at first re- 
corded as “dismissed for cause,” but was 
subsequently permitted to resign. This is 
the first change made by Secretary Carlisle 
among this class of officials, and it brought 
down on him this morning several of the 
democratic members of Tennessee’s con- 
gressional delegation, who asked. for his 
retention. Mr. Carlisle was somewhat sur- 
prised at the request for Hughes’s retention 
coming from this source, in view of the 
fact that Hughes was a delegate to the 
republican convention at Minneapolis. 
He declined to reconsider his action in the 
matter. 


Will Study the Tariff.

BURNED 10 DEATH. 


re Women and One Child Shut Of 
from Escape 
IN A BURNING APARTMENT HOUSE, 


Overcome by the Smoke and Char- 
red by Flames, 


SEVERAL JUMPED FROM THE WINDOWS | 


Several Persons Badly Burned While Try- 
ing to Rescue the Women—Other 
Casualties of Yesterday. 


Cleveland, O., March 23.—A fire horror, 
unprecedented the history of Cleveland, 
occurred this afternoon when five women 
and one child were burned to death in an 
apartment house on one of the leading 
residence streets. The fire occurred at the 
Morgan, a fashionable boarding place at 
No. 508 Prospect street. The building was 
a three-story and basement brick struct- ; 
ure, containing forty-five rooms, and it 
had nearly forty inmates. Just at the hour 
of luncheon, Mrs. M. Miller, one of the 
boarders, discovered fiames in the hall on 
the second floor. Escape by the stairway 
was cut off, so Mrs. Miller jumped from a 
second-story window to, the ground and 
gave the alarm. The fire spread rapidly 
through the halls, and hundreds of people 
who congregated on the scene at once at- 
tempted to rescue those who were in the 
building. Nobody thought, however, to 
turn in a fire alarm, and it was at least half 
an hour before a steamer arrived or a police 
man had been sent to the place. 

The utmost excitement prevailed and it 
was not until the flames had been subdued 
that the extent of the fire was learned. As 


soon as the engines began working, three 


car lines, which passed the building, were 
blocked: and the crowd grew to thousands. 
Many spectators assisted the firemen in try- 
ing to rescue the persons in the burning 
building, and several of them were badly 
burned as they were driven back by the 


flames.

It seems inconceivable that fire at suck 
a time and place could have been attended 
by any loss of life. The Morgan was, 
however, so constructed that the fire had 
a mean sweep. Each floor had a long 
hallway, extending throughout the rear with 
a single stairway leading from floor to floor. 
The fire started in the basement—just how 
it is not known—and swept up through the 
halls, cutting off all means of escape. 
The women who perished ran to the doors 
or windows, but before anything could be 
done to assist them they were driven back 
by smoke and flames and perished. 

Those on the lower floors rushed to the 
street and one woman, besides Mrs. Miller, 
jumped from a second-story window. She 
was Mrs. E. T. Gifford, and was caught 
in a rubber coat, held by two of the specta- 
tors, without injury. The dead bodies were 
found on the third floor. The corps were 
burned to a crisp and were horribly black- 
ened and disfigured. | 

As quickly as possible the bodies were 
taken to the morgue and there it was learned 
that five instead of three women, as at 
first reported, had lost their lives. 

The two upper floors of the building are 
gutted and the contents of the house are 
ruined. The Morgan is owned by J. 
Morgan, the lithographer. It cost $30,000, 
and was insured. The contents were owned 
by Mrs. H. M. Hanna and leased to the 
Misses McFadden, who kept the place. 
Mrs. Hanna estimates her loss at $12,000 
with no insurance.

Several Houses Blown Down in 
Nashville, Tenn. 


ONE BOY KILLED, ANOTHER INJURED. 


Severe Snow Storm in the Northwest. 
Wind, Sleet and Rain — Railroad 
Trains Delayed and Wires Down. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 23.— Well au- 
thentical reports say the town of Tupe- 
lo, Miss., the home of Congressman John 
Allen, was destroyed by a severe storm 
today. ‘The little town of Kelly, fifteen 
miles from Memphis, on the Memphis and 
Birmingham railway, was wiped out dur- 
ing the same storm. No lives lost. Par- 
ticulars not obtainable at present. 

A dispatch from Cleveland, Miss., states 
that a cloudburst and storm destroyed 
considerable property in that vicinity today. 
The cloud came up like a dark, greenish 
mountain of wrath and burst in fury in an 
instant. No lives were lost. 

Severe wind blew down several houses in 
Crawfordsville, Ark., today. The damage 
was not great. 

The Cyclone at Tunica. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 23.—An Appeal- 
Avalanch special from Tunica, Miss., says: 
This evening at 3:30 o'clock, a cyclone 
from the southwest struck the town and 
left wreck and ruin in its wake. The Ma- 
sonic and Knights of Pythias lodge, a 
handsome two-story frame building, it a total 
wreck.

THE ROLL OF DEATH. 


Colonel A. P. Wright. 


Thomasville, Ga., March 23.—(Special.j— 
Colonel A. P. Wright, who has been for many 
years one of the leading men of this section, 
died today at about 1 o’clock, from blood pois- 
oning caused by a carbuncle on the back of 
his neck. Colonel Wright was born in Jones 
county, Georgia, January 27, 1831, and was 
an only child. He studied. law with Jones & 
Benning, of Columbus, Ga., and was admitted 
to the bar in 1852. In 1853 he began the 
practice of law in Ocala, Fla., but moved to 
Thomasville in the following year, where 
he continued his chosen profession with great 
success. In 1871 the banking house of Wright 
& Stegal was formed and in 1873 it was 
chan to A. P. a & Co., which did 
the banking business for 7 Georgia 
for many years. In 1888 the Bank of Thom- 
asville was organized, of which Colonel 
bbe on became president, and he continued 
as 


is ition to his death. 

a business man he was uniformly suc- 
cessful, and amassed a large fortune. He 
was mayor of Thomasville in 1865, when 
the federal troops were camped in the city. 
He was chosen alderman eighteen years suc- 
cessively and often filled the office of chair- 
man of the financial committee. He was 
chosen chairman of the board of county com- 
missioners in 1871, and has occupied that 
position ever since. He was president of 
the board of South Georgia college trustees. 
and director in many business enterprises. 
He was a member of the Episcopal church, 
and its chief supporter in this city. Colonel 
Wright leaves a wife, two sons and three 
daughters to mourn his death, which has 
cast a pall on the whole city.

SECRET MEETING OF THE BROTHERHOOD 


Western Union Telegraphers Threaten to 
Strike—Latest Phase of the Clothing 
Cutters’ Strike—Other News. 


Toleda, O., March 23.—Thursday morn- 
ing Lake Shore engineers were on the stand 
as witnesses for the defense in the Ann 
Arbor trial. It was the intention of their 
attorneys to show that when they refused 
to handle Ann Arbor cars, they were not 
Lake Shore employes, having previously 
resigned. The engineers all testified to the 
same thing—that they knew nothing of the 
court’s order and were not aware that 
there were any Ann Arbor cars in the trains 
they were asked to haul. On several occa- 
sions, during the morning, the court broke 
into applause when witnesses stated they 
would not become “scabs.” Judge Ricks a 
number of times threatened’ to eject any 
one making such demonstrations. 


In Secret Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 23.—A secret 
meeting of locomotive engineers has been 
in session at the English hotel since yes- 
terday afternoon. Yestergay morning en- 
gineers began to arrive at the hotels, and 
most of them were assigned to rooms with- 
out having registered. Last night about 
tweniy engineers, representing ten or fif- 
teen roads, were at the hotel. There was 
a conference yesterday afternoon, another 
last night and the men fave been in session 
all today. The delegates to the meeting 
are all members of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers. ‘They decline to state 
what fie meeting is called for except to 
say that it is to consider matters pertain- 
ing to the welfare of the brotherhood.”’

The Clothing Cutters. 

New York, March 23.—There is little or 
no change in the situation among the strik- 
ing clothing cutters today. Both sides are 
quietly preparing for the anticipated crisis 
on Saturday, when the threatened lock- 
out by the manufacturers goes into effect, 
unless some concessions are made by the 
cutters. 

Mr. Mendelson, and behalf of the Manu- 
factreers’ Association, this morning said 
that there was no change in the stand taken 
by the manufacturers, and that they were 
fully prepared for any exigencies that 
might arise. 

Henry White, secretary of the Garment 
Workers of America, said they had decided 
to make a special target hereafter of any 
firm in the Manufacturers’ Association, 
who obeys the order to lockout their mem- 
bers, and they will not settle the war until 
after the wages of the employes during the 
lockout are paid with interest and strict 
union agreements are signed by the manu- 
facturers, and that the 250 firms of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, not affected 
by the lockout, will be given the trade of 
the fifty firms taking part in the lockout.

New York, March 23.—Western Union 
officials take very calmly the report of the 
impending strike between the company and 
its employes, and do not appear to be in 
the leasut disturbed by the presence in this 
city of John Cutherbertson, the supreme 
chancellor of the operators’ organization. 
All the officers today declared that the 
rumors of existing trouble with the opera- 
tors were untrue and expressed ignorance of 
the fact that any employes had been dis- 
charged at all, contrary to the report. 

Concerning the report that trouble be- 
tween the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and its employes is imminent, W. B. 
Somerville, of the Western Union Company, 
said: 

„J understand that some operators have 
been dismissed at Philadelphia, and no 
doubt for a good cause. Their dismissal 
was not known until a day or two since. 
Our local superintendent and local mana- 
gers employ and discharge the men at the 
offices under their direction, as circumstan- 
ces may warrant, and we reserve ourselves 
the right to manage the company’s affairs 
in our own way and without either dictation 
or intimidation from the representatives of 
any association.“ ee 

Monongahela Valley Strikers. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 23.—The striking 
miners of the Monongahela valley met at 
Monongahela City today and resolved unan- 
imously to remain out until the operators 
concede to their demand for 3 1-2 cents per 
bushel. Two families were evicted from the 
company’s houses yesterday and three 
more have been notified to vacate in ten 
days. The strikers say that starvation is 
the only thing that will break the strike. 

: Struck for More Pay. 

North Adams, Mass., March 23.—The 
one hundred and seventy weavers eimploy- 
ed by the Johnson Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, makers of fine ginghams, struck yes- 
terday for more pay, and in consequence 
the entire mill, employing four hundred 
hands, has been shut down. 


Slavery in Missouri. 
From The Chicago News Record. 

According to dispatches there is at least one ne- 
gro slave in the state of Missouri. George Winn 
of Fayette was convicted of vagrancy and in ac- 
cordance with a statutory provision was placed 
upon the auctioneer’s block and knocked down to 
the highest bidder to serve six months in bond- 
age. The price paid was $20. 

As an example of freak legislation this law has 
always lent a certain whimsicality to the pages of 
the statute books. Enforced to the letter, it be- 
comes, in principle, something vicious and intol- 
erable. 

In times past Missouri has had cause to investi- 
gate cruelties arising out of the contract system 
in her penitentiary. Abuse of a hundred or a 
thousand men is no more to be deplored than like 
cruelty toa single individual, save in the mere 
point of numbers; and in this slave system there 
is every latitude afforded for abuses. 

Vagrancy is something to be deplored and to be 
legislated against, but no odium can be put upon 
the vagrant by placing him in the hands of a citi- 
zen slave-driver. He has no pride left which may 
be thus appealed to; only his sense of justice and 
an innate repugnance to slavery may make bim a 
worse man from the infliction. 

In this law there are the traces of an old stain 
that was once upon the nation. They are not or- 
namental to the escutcheon of the great common- 
wealth of Missouri. 


A Wrecked Society Queen.

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A Sea Captain Whose Actions Are Charae- 
terized as Cowardly. 


REFUSED TO AID A DISABLED SHIP, 


Giving the Flimsy Excuse That His Rules 
Forbade It—Steamship iMen An- 
gry at His Actions. 


New York, March 23.—The Allan state 


line steamer Pomeranian, which left this 
port March 15th for Glasgow, is disabled 
at sea. The news was brought to this 
city by the Red Star line steamer Belgen- 
land, Captain Ehoff, from Antwerp. Cap- 
tain Ehoff says that he met the Pomera- 
nian at 2:30 o'clock a. m. on the 21st in 
latitude 41 degrees 5 minutes, longi- 
tude 62 dégrees. The Allan 
state liner was discharging signals of dis- 
tress and was about five miles to the 
north when first seen. The course of the 
Belgenland was changed and as she drew 
near the Pomeranian the latter hoisted 
three red lights indicating “I am not under 
contra. The Belgenland steamed to 
within a quarter of a mile of her and the 
Pomeranian followed her original signals 
with the information, Have smashed pis- 
ton,” and the query, “Will you stand by 
and tow me?’ 

To the latter the Belgenland replied that 
she could not take her in tow. It was 
blowing a fierce northeasterly gale at the 
time and there was an ugly toss to the 
sea. The Belgenland did not tarry longer 
in the company of the disabled craft. When 
they parted company the Pomeranian was 
lying to with a little head canvas set. She 
was anything but steady in the heavy sea 
that was rolling. The exact position of 
the vessel when deserted was about 350 
miles southeast of Cape Sabel and about 
700 miles east of Sandy Hook. 

Captain Ehoff says that his reason for 
not towing the disabled vessel was that the 
rules of his company forbid it. His state- 
ment is ridiculed in shipping circles. The 
Pomeranian was formerly the Grecian 
Monare. 

This was her first eastward trip since 
she was struck by a hurricane on February 
4th, which resulted in the killing of her 
captain and the drownin 
passengers and crew. er commander on 
this trip wag Captain McCulloch, who 
was first officer of the vessel, when the 
fatal storm of February occurred. She is 
a big, stout vessel and her agents here— 
Austin, Baldwin & Co., of No. 53 Broad- 
way—say they have no fear for the safety 
of the vessel. She had abundant sails 
and is well provided with life boats. A 
telegram from Halifax says that a steamer 
is to leave that port this afternoon to 
search for the disabled vessel. The local 
agents of the steamer characterize the ac- 
tion of Captain Ehoff in refusing to tow 
the Pomeranian as cowardly in the ex- 
treme. She carried no passengers this 


trip. 
RODE AN ALLIGATOR. 


The following story is told ‘by Captain 
Wilmer, in The Illusttated Naval and 
Military Magazine, of an incident which 
occurred in British Guiana, where the 
writer was duck shooting. 

Another ten yards passed and the birds, 
he says, began to Collect together, as 
though aware of the approach of danger, 
and finally, with much quacking and 
flapping of wings, they arose in one vast 
cloud into the air. 

I chose this instant to fire, and, letting 
them have my right barrel, I cut a lane 
completely through the flock. I was so 
astonished at the havoc I had created 
that I falled to fire the left barrel; but, 
jumping up, I sculled rapidly to the is- 
land, aud, springing out of the boat, gun 
in hand, proceeded to chase and capture 
the cripples on the island. 

This occupied but a very few minutes, 
and, turning round to collect those ak 
ready dead, I was annoyed to find that 
my boat had ‘drifted from off the island, 
and had been taken by the current to a 
distance of some forty yards and ledged 
securely aguinst a bank of reeds. 

What a bore, thought I. I must strip 
and swim for it, and, with this object, I 
approached the water and was proceed- 
ing to divest myself of my coat when my 
eyes fell upon a sight that filled me with 
consternation and alarm. Midway be- 
tween me and my boat was a large alli- 
gator. He looked like a log upon the 
water, but his cruel, snake-like eyes were 
fixed upon me. 

I dared not enter the water with alli- 
gators around, and 1 had positively no 
other way of reaching the boat but by 
swimming. The only way to do so was 
to wait on the chance of hailing some 
buck Indian who occasionally, I had 
heard, were to be seen in their canoes 
paddling about the creeks and lagoons 
in quest of sport; but 1 felt even this was 
but a poor chance of escape at best, the 
range of country was so vast and intri- 
cate, and the buck Indian a creature so 
comparatively rare. 

Before long night would cast her Black 
mantle around, increasing tenfold the 
horrors of the situation. So long as I 
could see and face the dangers surround- 
ing me I could act, aye, and even die as 
a man and a soldier, but with darkness 
added to my difficulties | knew I should 
require forittude and resolution. 

However, action of some sort was nec- 
essary, and I instantly aroused myself 
and drove away, as far as possible, all 
gloomy and despondent thoughts. I no- 
ticed a quantity of pieces of rock lying 
about, and collecting pieces as large as I 
could either roll or carry, I constructed 


‘in the center of the island, which was 


also the highest part of it, a sort of in- 
trenchment, into which I carried my gun, 
the second barrel of which was Still 
loaded, and the ducks, ten in number, 
which I had slain when I discharged the 
first barrel. 

Some few hours must have elapsed ’ere 
I woke from a sleep resulting from ex- 
hausticn both of mind and body. On 
opening my eyes I found it was hardly 
day, and for some time I gazed in a way 
that was almost hopeful toward the east, 
endeavoring to catch the first rays of the 
rising sun when they should ap A 

In about half an hour a piece of cloud 
showed above the horizon red as a piece 
of molten iron. This was soon followed 
by the sun itself, and then my eyes wan- 
dered in the direction of my boat; thank 
goodness it was still there and more 
lirmly fixed than ever among the reeds. 
Had the current taken her off my only 
chance of preservation from a dreadful 
fate would, indeed, have been cut away 

me. 

I dared not venture near the creek. 
even to wash out my parched mouth with 
its brackish waters. The very thought of 
liquid increased my thirst a thousand 
fold, and taking a knife out of my pocket 
I ripped open one of the ducks, and plac 
ing the raw flesh to my lips sucked out 
what I could ef moisture. I recognized 
that in these ducks lay my only means 
of prolonging my miserable existence 
upon this dreary, isle. 

Oh, what a fearful day I passed! My 
eyes were weary and sore with continued 
watching, hoping against hope that some 
and rescue me from 
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the monster alligator. One hour 
and yet another, and I began to despair 
ft 


merciless eyes. 

For fully half an hour he remained fac- 
ing me without a single motion on his 
part or on mine. 

At last I thought he seemed to get near- 
er to the bait, gradually and slowly he 
edged up to the ducks. As he got closer 
his rapaciousness overcame his judge- 
ment, and I saw his vast jaws expand 
to their utmost width. 

I did not allow myself time for much 
observation, nor did the alligator for re- 
flection, but aiming from between a wide 
chink in the stones I discharged my only 
remaining barrel straight down his gap- 
ing throat. A terriffic splash of his vast 
tail in the water, a shower of briney 
liquid over my body, drenching me to the 
skin, and then all was silent and motion- 
less as a graveyard. 

There was an alligator facing me, his 
eyes still open with a dull, leaden, mean- 
ingless expression in them as when he 
was alive and in full possession of all 
his faculties. I dared not venture out- 
side my entrenchment. Within it I was 
safe; without it all was fraught with 
danger, unless perchance, I had actually 
slain the monster where he lay. 

Again morning put in an appearance. 
Another day was nearly spent, with its 
scorching sun from which there was no 
relief or shelter. I now felt sure the al- 
ligator was dead, but I was further con- 
vinced that his body was swollen and dis- 
torted from the effects of the sun and 
water, and it even struck me that he 
seemed to be floated somewhat by the 
water. 

What if the creature not only floated, 
but would also carry a passenger on his 
back, a free passage across the stream 
for me and a means of deliverance from 
this alligator infested spot. 

I approached the alligator, and ventur- 
ing ankle deep into the water, I seized 
him by his formidable tail, and slung 
round, found that it was as I had sup- 
posed. His body had become inflated 
from the combined action of the water 
aided by a powerful sun overhead, and 
he not only floated, but was capable of 
carrying a much heavier cargo than poor, 
insignificant me. 

A big heart was, 
within my small body, and, getting fear- 
lessly astride of his loathsome carcass, 
I paddled gently across the stream, us.

A WONDERFUL RUIN. 
A Prehistoric Underground Wall Found on 


the Texas Border. 


hington, March 20.—A Texas correspond- 
on erate one of the scientific departments 
of the government of a strangely ene 
prehistoric wall discovered on the frontier o 
the Lone Star state. This marvelous ruin sur- 
asses in interest all the other wonderful re- 
mains heretofore found of the people who once 
inhabited the whole Mexican plateau anck at- 
tained a high state of civilization. It passes 
through Milaro and has a total length of 
about twenty miles. It is built of solid mason- 
„ten to fifteen feet high and as many feet 
thick. Its height and thickness are thus al- 
most as great as the famous Chinese wall 
on the north of China. The direction is north- 
east and southwest. It is for the most part 
under ground, and this.is one of the curious 
things that puzzles those wise men who are 
supposed to know all about prehistoric re- 
mains. It is undoubtedly very old, One might 
suppose it to be the sure foundation of a gi- 
gantic fortress which rose above the ground 
many feet. The towers and other means of 
defense which it might have been provided 
have had time to crumble away in the years 
that have passed. The long fortress may have 
been pulle 
As the people died out from the land the de- 
bris of the old wall would, in either case, 
cover its foundation. 


Probably Built by Aztecs. 


The Aztecs probably built this wall. They 
have left some inscription on it, but since 
their language is entirely lost no scholar gan 
ever hope to decipher them, One covers a 
space of ~~ feet square. The characters are 
kindred to ladian inscriptions, but not so close 
ly allied that their mystery can be penetrated. 

There was undoubtedly a populous village or 
city in-the vicinity, for on a high hill, near 
Milano the remains of a mighty temple of 
worship are_found. This was supported by 
more than 3 Some of them 
are still standing. ey were made of clay 
which was well burned. This gave them the 
appearence of stones 

n this temple were placed many idols, tro- 
ken parts of which are preserved. e shap- 
ed like an owl is preserved entire. Human 
sacrifices were made to these, as well as sac- 
rifices of birds, beasts and reptijes. Skulls 
and bones have been preserved in the G@lay.

It 
is reported*that this afternoon a bill was 

resented to Judge Speer by the law firm of 
Hin Ha Birch asking that an inde- 
pendent recefvér be appointed for the Ma- 
con and Northern road. This (ill was 

resented in behalf of the Mercantile Trust 
pany of New York, and Brown Bros. 
of Baltimore, large holders of the bonds o 
the road. The bill is said to ask that the 
road be placed under an independent re- 
ceiver, to — so operated that its income shall 
be applied to the payment of the interest on 
nds and the actual running expenses. 
It is desired also that gegen ss be taken 
agajnst the Central road to collect the inter- 
est on which it defaulted a few days ago. 

It has been rumored for several daye that 
some such action as the above would be 
taken by the bondholders of the road. 

The nstitution could not see Judge 
Speer tonight to get the report confirmed, 
and in answer to a telephone message to the 
house of Hon. Nat Harris the reply was 
that Mr. Harris was not at home. But the 
truth of the bill having been presented to 
Judge Speer today cannot be questioned, 

It also seems certain that Mr. Harris will 
be appointed receiver if Judge Speer decides 
to take the road out of the hands of Re 
ceiver Comer and operate it as an independ- 
ent line. 

Mr. Hoge’s name is favorably mentioned 
for. superintendent. He is a splendid rail- 
road official and an excellent gentleman, 
and in every way worthy and competent to 
discharge the duties of the office. Should 
the Macon and Northern be operated under 
an independent receiver it is thought that 
it will form a combination with the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, Richmond and Dan- 
ville and Georgia, Carolina and Northern.

thus become valuable property to the bond- 
holders.

An Important Change. 

Not for many years has a more im- 
portant amendment been made to exist- 
ing laws than that which is contained in 
the sundry civil act, and which has just 
been put in operation in the internal 
reveune service phy order of Secretary 
Carlisle. 

This amendment makes a sweeping.and 
long-needed change in the excise system 
which our people have so long been vexed 
with, The most important change is not 
that which cuts down the fees of the 
deputy marshals, though this reduction 
cuts off the incentive of pursuit, but that 
which sweeps away the Russian system 
of dragging citizens away from their 
homes for commitment and denying them 
the right of trial by a jury of the 
vicinage. 

Heretofore, prisoners who were run 
down and captured for the sake of the 
fees in the business could be dragged 
away from their homes and carried to 
Gainesville or Atlanta for commitment. 
For evading a tax, they have been treat- 
ed as felons and outlaws, families have 
been destroyed and numberless outrages 


fewer outrages during the past ten years, 
but the Russian system of dragging citi- 
zens away from their homes has been in 
full blast. 

This has now been put an end to, and 
those who are arrested, charged with 
violating the revenue laws, will be carried 
before the nearest magistrate, and there 
have their commitment trial. 


The State’s Geological Experiment. 
The action of the state geological board, 


in practically abolishing, temporarily at 


least, our department of geology causes 
considerable comment. 

It is alleged that the chief geologist and 
his two assistants were not harmonious. 
They worked independently of each 
other. There was no recognized head— 
no authority that was respected. We do 
not believe that any state in the union 
ever had a department or bureau so loose- 
ly and inefficiently organized. It was 
doomed from its beginning. The general 
policy pursued was bound to make the 
members of the geological survéy an- 
tagonistic and inharmonious. 

The department should have been or- 
ganized by appointing a competent chief 
who should have recommended or ap- 
pointed his assistants, the state holding 
him responsible for their work, and for 
the general conduct of the service. 

Possibly, if the chief had been allowed 
to control, he would have been able to 
push the survey efficiently. This, how- 
ever, was beyond his power. The state 
was divided into three parts, and each 
of the members of the survey took a 
division and went ahead in his own way, 
without instructions, acknowledging no 
authority, and bound by no responsibility. 
The experiment came to grief. The as- 
sistants kicked against the chief, and 
the chief kicked in return. The people 
were not slow in coming to an under- 
standing of the situation, and their com- 
plaints increased the prevailing discord. 

Under the circumstances, the state 
board decided to demand the resignations 
of the entire geological force, thus abolish- 
ing the department for a time. Perhaps 
this is the best thing that could have 
been done. It will now be all the easier 
to organize a brand-new department on 
a different basis. The experience of the 
past few months should be a warning. 
When we reorganize the survey, the chief 
should be made its responsible head. He 
should be required to appoint his assist- 
ants, and should be held accountable for 
their work. The experiment of a depart- 
ment with three heads, all knocking 
against each other, has proved a con- 
spicuous failure. 

Georgia needs an efficient geological 
service now more 
needed it. The resources hidden in the 
bowels of our commonwealth are worth 
untold millions, and outside capital and 
enterprise stand ready to aid our develop- 
ment, if Georgia will meet them Half way 
and simply point the way to her buried 
wealth. It is not too late to retrieve our 
mistake. Let us establish a department 
of geology that will repay us for the 
money spent on it, and do us substantial 
good at home and abroad.

It is perféctly fair and just that where men 
make a contract to serve for a certain length 
of time they shall be held to it, but it is in- 
famous to attempt to give employers control 
of their employes in the absence of such a 
contract. And it is still more infamous to 
stretch the theory of contempt so that em- 
ployes may be imprisoned for not working 
when ordered to do sa by a court. 


If an engineer can be imprisoned for 
not working because his occupation is of 
a semi-public character, The Republic 
Suggests that the same rule should hold 
good with a president, a judge or a sen- 
ator whose employment is wholly of a 
public character. The St. Louis paper 
concludes with the intimation that Judge 
Ricks is the creature of a corporation, 
and is trying, in its interests, to create 
a system of involuntary servitude under 
which American citizens who have com- 
mitted no crime and violated no contract 
may.be deprived of their liberty. 

This expression of western public senti- 
ment is noteworthy for several reasons. 
It voices the growing hostility to the 
federal courts, and shows that the states’ 
rights feeling in that section is rather in- 
tense. But much of this criticism is pre- 
mature. The limitations of the famous 
order issued by Judge Ricks will have to 
be finally adjudicated. It is not likely 
that the federal courts will establish 
such a rule as The Republic formulates 
from the order in the Ann Arbor case. 
The courts may hold that men in occupa- 
tions of semi-public character cannot con- 
spire together and agree to quit work at 
a certain time, but they will never dare 
to say that these men cannot individually 
resign whenever they please, unless their 
contract forbids it. 


The Re-Election of President Oglesby. 

The Commercial Club did the right 
thing yesterday, in reelecting President 
Junius G. Oglesby. 

It is true that Mr. Oglesby declined to 
be a candidate, and urged his friends not 
to vote for him, stating that his business 
interests needed his entire time and atten- 
tion; but, under the circumstances, we 
think that the club did well to re-elect 
him over his protest. 

Mr. Oglesby founded the club, and has 
been its leading spirit. During the next 
few months, the organization will need 
the active aid of its ablest members, and 
Mr. Oglesby’s short preliminary term of 
three months, as president, has simply 
made it plain that he is the very man to 
fill the position during he first year, the 
critical period, of the club’s existence. 
His fellow members re-elected him be- 
cause they felt that they needed him, and 
could not dispense with his services at 
this time. The president’s public spirit 
and his interest in the club which he 
founded will make it impossible for him 
to disregard the wishes of its members, 
and, while the office may to some extent 
interfere with his business, his friends 
will do everything in their power to 
lighten his burden. They are unwilling to 
give up their first choice for the presi- 
dency, and Mr. Oglesby cannot disappoint 
them. He will stand by the club just as 
he has always stood by his friends. 


Too Pessimistic Entirely. 

The more we think the matter over, 
the more completely are we convinced 
that the pessimism of Secretary Smith 
carried him too far when it prompted him 
to instruct his private secretary to make 
the melancholy announcement which we 
printed yesterday. “Government ser- 
vants,” he declares, “get to be general 
hacks, and, while they make a fairly 
good living, they never attain distinction, 
and never get rich.” 

This mournful picture appears to have 


been conjured up from the bowels of | 


discontent, and, if it truly represents the 
situation, or if it merely represents the 
private secretary’s view of the situation, 
the outlook is gloomy indeed. It is cal- 
culated to turn the mind of man in the 
direction of those consolatory pieces of 
scrapbook poetry, wherein the informa- 
tion is freely given that “behind the 
clouds the sun is shining.” 

We think the secretary is mistaken in 
his views and interpretations. A govern- 
ment servant not win distinction! The 
suggestion is, ridiculous. The private 
secretary, while seated in his chair, 
warning Georgians that he is one of the 
outposts of the great Sahara of oblivion, 
has only to lift his melancholy eyes to 
the desk of his patron to convince him- 
self that he goes too far in his pessimism. 

Secretary Smith is a government ser- 
vant, and, if he has not achieved distinc- 
tion during the past month, no other 
government servant need hope to achieve 
it. In stately prose, in mellifluous verse, 
his name has been blown through the 
brazen trump of fame. It has lit up the 
heavy editorial, has shone in bursts of 
song, and has sparkled in the casual 
paragraph. Why, then, this sad outburst 
of hopelessness in the department of the 
interior? 

To carry the discussion farther, Mr. 
Cleveland himself has de@lared that a 
“public office is a public trust.” Does it 
comport with the dignity of a trustee of 
the public to be described as a' general 
hack?” It has been said that he who 
serves the public has an exacting master, 
but this fact adds to the dignity of the 
position. 

It is, of course, true that Mr. Cleveland 
cannot achieve any further distinction. 
He has reached the limits of political 
ambition, and he can only round out and 
complete a career that has marked him 
as the most remarkable man of his time; 
but we confidently expect all the mem- 
bers of Mr. Cleveland’s cabinet to achieve 
distinction, and especially the members 
from Georgia in the glorious work of 
taking care of the 2,500 Georgians who

EDITORIAL COMMENT.} 


It seems that we can successfully fight 
cholera with oranges and lemons. The impe- 
rial health office of Berlin bas issued an an- 
nouncement to the effect that oranges and 
lemons are both fatal to the cholera bacillus. 
Placed in contact with the cut surface 
of the fruit, the bacteria survive but a few 
hours. They remain active for some time long- 
er on the uninjured rind of the fruit, but even 
then they die within twenty-four hours. The 
destructive property as regards the cholera 
bacteria is supposed to be due to 
the large amount of acid con- 
tained in those fruits. In con- 
sequence of this quality, the health officer 
considers in unnecessary to place any re- 
striction on the transit and sale of these 
fruits, even if it should be ascertained that 
they come from places where cholera is preva- 
lent at the time. Not a single instance was 
noted in which cholera was disseminated by 
either oranges or lemons. a 


An interesting rumor, coming by way of 
London, is to the effect that preparations are 
being made in the home of Mary Anderson 
de Navarro for an event which is expected to 
take place shortly. Mr. and Mrs. de Navarro 
are living at Tunbridge Wells, England, and 
their life is said to be ideal. It had been their 
intention, my informant says, to return to this 
country, in order that Mrs. de Navarro would 
have the care of relatives and friends here 
upon the interesting occasion, but the start 
was delayed too long.

Of the many mayors of Macon, the present 
incumbent, Hon. Sylvester Bragg Price, is the 
only one who claimed Macon as his birth- 
place. He was born in the year 1846. He was 
attending school when the late war began, and 
at the age of sixteen joined Massenburg’s 
battery of artillery, and until the close of 
the strife he was as good a soldier as ever 
donned. a uniform, coming home with scars 
and one serious wound, from the effects of 
which he has never fully recovered. 

About the time he had reached his majority 
he was following commercial pursuits, having 
connected himself with the then largest dry 
goods house in this section® Afterward he was 
engaged in the general merchandise business 
with his father, who was among the best citi- 
zens of Macon. Under his father, whose name, 
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in Macon, as a merchant, was synonymous 
with the strictest integrity in business, Mayor 
Price received a thorough business training, 
and this early training has been one of the 
secrets of his success in after life as the 
chief executive of the city of Macon. 

Although Mr. Price took a lively interest in 
politics, and was accounted one of the leading 
young democrats of Macon, being tireless at 
the polls and working day and night for the 
success of his party, he never asked for office 
at the hands of the democrats, and never pre- 
sented himself for any office until 1876. In 
this election there were no politics, and it 
was a race between men. His friends carried 
him through in triumph and re-elected him 
two years Jater. Having served an apprentice- 
ship, so to speak, as alderman, his friends 
put him in the race for mayor, in 1884, and 
he was elected. He has held the office con- 
tinuously ever since. Such a hold has he on the 
friendship and good will of the people that 
he could undoubtedly hold his office for an 
indefinite time, but for a bill passed in the 
general assembly, making the term of office 
three years and the mayor ineligible to a 
second term. That law now being in force, 
unless changed, Mr. Price will end his term 
with the close of the present year. 

During his term of office Mr. Price has la- 
bored hard for the interests of Macon. No 
man could have guarded her interests more 
zealously. Under his administration the un- 
usually broad streets of the city have been 
narrowed by beautiful parks and plats of 
grass; he has changed the volunteer fire de- 
partment, with its inadequate facilities, to a 
paid department, as fully equipped as any de- 
partment in the south. A handsome market 
house has been built, and in numberiew 
other ways the city has been improved under 
his administration. 

In person, Mayor Price is rated a handsome 
man, of regular features, black hair, now 
being sprinkled with grey, and of dark com- 
plexion. He is easy of approach, of good ad- 
dress, genial in nature, and has a way of 
making lasting friends. He is remarkably 
popular with every class of people.

A YOUNG MAN FIGHTS HIS MOTHER, 


FattyJohnson,of the Notorious Delk Gang, 
Set Free—Jim Goodlet Pulled- Other 
Police Items. 


For many years John Stockton and his 
wife have been familiar figures at police 
headquarters and in the city stockade. 
Drink has landed them behind the bars of 
the police res of times, and the police 
recauls are dotted with their names. 

Often they have been arrested together 
drunk. Only last week Recorder Calhoun 
gave Mrs. Stockton six days at the stock- 
ade for one of her sprees. 

But last night there was a change of 
programme. John Stockton and his wife 
were at home, perfectly sober. Just after 
dark their sixteen-year-old son, Ed Stock- 
ton, came in in a state of extreme intoxica- 
tion. He was boisterous and wanted to 
fight. When his mother ventured a word 
of remonstrance he attacked her and be- 
fore ‘his father could interfere, he had 
bruised her severely on the arms and 
shoulders. He then paid his attention 
to his father, and when his mother went 
out for the police the youngster disap- 
peared. Two policemen were sent out 
from headquarters to stop the row, but 
could find the young man nowhere. Mrs. 
Stockton was badly used up, but said that 
she did not wish her erring offspring ar- 
rested. 5 

Brigman Set Free. 


Kelse Brigman, the white man who 
wanted to stay all night at police headquar- 
ters night before last, because, as he said, 
he had no money, but who, on being search- 
ed was found to have a pocket full of green- 
backs, was released from custody yesterday 
morning. 

Night before last the circumstances in 
the case appeared against Brigman and a 
charge of suspicipn was booked ag ist 
him. Yesterday morning he was fully 
questioned as to his past, and after giving 
a clear and satisfactory account of himself 
he was allowed to go. 

Jim Goodlet in Jail. 


Jim Goodlet, the well-known mulatto ne- 
gro of that name, is now a prisoner in the 
Fulton county jail, where he was plae#d 
yesterday under a warrant for cheating 
and swindling. The warrant was sworn 
out by Snyder, the Whitehall street jew- 
eler, before Justice, Manning some days 
ago, and Goodlet was apprehended in Ma- 
con last Thursday. He was brought back 
to the city and lodged in jail. 

This morninę Goodlet will be carried be- 
fore Justice Manning and tried on the war- 
rant. It seems that he is still due Mr. 
Suyder ahaut $70 on a watch he bought 
some months ago. He says he was taken 
sick and was unable to meet the regular 
payments. 

Freedom for Fatty Johnson. 

To all intents and purposes the case 
against Fatty Johnson, the youngest mem- 
ber of the famous Delk gang, has been 
disposed of. Yesterday he was allowed to 
go free upon signing a bond for $500 for 
his appearance. This practically amounts 
to being released on his own recognizance. 

Fatty Johnson was arrested by the city 
detectives at the same time Moore and 
Delk were captured. He was subsequent- 
ly tried and sentenced to fire years in the 
penitentiary. An appeal was made for a 
new trial and it was granted on the ground 
that the evidence against Johnson was 
not sufficient to warrant a verdict of guilty. 
This second trial is now pending, but judg- 
ing from the action yesterday Fatty will 
never be tried. He is only about sev- 
enteen years old, and it is believed that he 
was led into the affair by the older and 
more daring members Of fhe gang. 

Shot His Rival. 


Jesse Anthony, the negro Who shot his 
rival, Jeff Williams, on James street about 
one month ago, was landed in the county 
jail yesterday. He has just finished a 
term of thirty days in the city stockade, 
and will now have to tussle with the state 
courts for firing a bullet into the anatomy 
of Williams. 

The shooting occurred in February. The 
two negroes fell out over a female who 
had succeeded in charming both of them. 
They had a duel on James street and Wil- 
liams was plugged once in the thigh. He 
has since recovered from the wound. 
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A RECEIVERSHIP CASE. 


The Other Side of the Case Brought Agains 
the Willon Whisky Company. 

The petition that has been filed for the 
purpose of putting the Willson Liquor Com- 
pany into the hauds of a receiver is explained 
by Mr. John W. Echols, the attorney for the 
company, as follows: 

“The Wilson Liquor Company has always 
paid its debts until a fey days ago, when 
it found its collections slow, but it has ample 
assets to settle all its outstanding indebted- 
ness several times over, and I have in my 
pocket now the papers that were being used 
for the purpose of increasing the capital stock 
by several thousand dollars. But this matter 
came upon us in a novel manner. A young 
lawyer came into our store, and, in a very 
brusque manner, demanded to know who com- 
posed the company. His style was such that 

did not feel disposed to humor him, and 

told him that his manner was offensive and 
his question impertinent. He went away in 
a temper, and the next we heard of the affair 
was the notice of the filing of this bill for a 
receiver. It is a very serious thing to us, as 
it has the effect of injuring our standing and 
credit; but we are prepared to show to the 
court, on Saturday, that the proceeding is en- 
tirely unwarranted, and that the company is 
perfectly solvent, by an examination of its 
assets. We are satisfied that there cannot be 
shown any valid and legal grounds for the 
appointment of a receiver, or any other sort 
of Interference with our business.“ 

Mr. Harry Hill, secretary of the company, 
spoke in the same strain. e said that the 
company is solvent; that it is able and ready 
to meet all just claims, and that there is no 
reason whatever for receivership proceedings.

THEY LITERALLY STORM THE JAIL, 


Thronging Every Department with Their 
Songs and Exbortations—In Full 
Battle Array. 


*. 


The Salvation Army stormed the county 
jail yesterday afternoon and for three or 
four hours the sound of hallelujah music and 
feminine exhortation resounded throughout 
the dingy corridors. 

In every part of the jai] the salvationists 
went with their music and exhortation, and 
before they left their simple talk and songs 
had strangely changed many of the noisy 
prisoners. 

The inmates of the jail can never complain 
of any lack of missionary work among them. 
In fact, the chances to do good and to at- 
tend religious services are greater than those 
enjoyed by the ordinary citizen. They re- 
ceive frequent visits from ladies religiously 
inclined, and hear many talks of a Christian 
character. But yesterday was the first time 
they have had the opportunity to listen to 
the Salvation Army, in full battle array, 
and the attention of even the most listless 
prisoner was attracted. 

The salvationists marched upon the jail 
about the middle of the afternoon and asked 
for permission to conduct services inside the 
prison walle. They had their banner fiying, 
and wore their uniform, ready for the at- 
tack. Of course Jailers Corrigan and Gil- 
leland admitted them. 

They first went to the rock prison, where 
the worst element of criminals is confined. 
Here were prisoners of every color, of every 
degree of offense and of every scale of de- 
peavey. As the blue-clad women marched 

amongst the motley throng the loud con- 
versation ceased and every eye was turned 
upon the visitors. The salvationists were 
not long in making the object of their visit 
known, They requested the prisoners to 
congregate in one end of the long corridor, 
so that they could all be addressed at once. 
Whites and blacks did as they were bid, and 
an unwonted silence ensued while the sal- 
— broke into a familiar song of 
theirs. 

At first their shrill voices carried the song 
alone, but after a verse had been sung the 
strong voices of a score of stalwart prisoners 
had joined them, and out upon the street and 
away upon the air floated the singing. The 
prisoners up stairs heard it and congregated 
in a group at the door and looked on and 
listened. Then a prayer was said, and auf- 
terwards another song. Then one of the sal- 
vationists made one of their characteristic 
appeals to the prisoners. The appeal was 
not without its effect upon the jail birds, 
and before it had ended several of them 
stood shamefacedly before the others, brusb- 
ing tears from their eyes. Then another 
song and another prayer and the service was 
over. 

After the service in the rock jail the sal- 
vationists went up stairs to the female quar- 
ters and held a service. Thex gathered im- 
mediately in front of Lewis Redwine's cell, 
and for over an hour their singing and pray- 
ing continued. Not once did the door open, 
but the sound df the singing, which was 
heard a block away, penetrated through the 
closed door and fell upon the ears of the de- 
faulter. 

The most picturesque part of the service 
was that held among the moonshiners. It 
came last and was held in camp meeting 
style in the open yard surrounding tue jail, 
in which the mountaineers roam 
during the day. The seventy- 
five or more of them gathered 
with the salvationists and joined heartily 
in their songs and listened attentively to 
their words of exhortation. 

The salvationists 3 such encourage- 
ment in their servicé yesterday that it is 
likely that they will make the jail quite a 
fleld for missionary work.

His 
dishonesty was so glaring that the gentle- 
men composing the board could not sustain 
him. e has resorted to such unheard of

COUNTERFEITERS IN ALABAMA. 


| They Have Been Exceedingly Successful, but 


Are Caught. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 23.—(Special.)— 
For some weeks past there has been consid- 
erable complaint of counterfeit money in cir- 
culation in the vicinity of Gordon and Co- 
lumbia, Henry county, Alabama. The coun- 
terfeit consisted for the most part of nickels 
and fractional silver coin, but many silver 
dollar counterfeits were passed. The molds 
from which these counterfeits were mage 
were perfect in design and the coins were 
so near like the genuine that detection was 
extremely difficult. 

Deputy United States Marshal Sapp went 
out to investigate the source of these coun- 
terfeits and returned today with Sherrod 
Hicks and Arthur Hicks, father and son, 
who are charged with being accomplices, the 
counterfeiting having been done on the prem- 
ises of the elder Hicks. Deputy Sapp states 
that he found, in addition to the silver and 
nickel counterfeits, a number of counterfeit 
gold coins of denominations of $5, $10 and 
$20, which he says are so well executed that 
it is almost impossible to detect them. 

Wartants were sworn out before Commis- 
sioner Roper, and Deputy Sapp went back 
to Henry county today to arrest the conn- 
terfeiters. The elder Hicks was placed 
under bond to appear as a witness.

THE TESTIMONY 18 NOW ALL IN 


Argument Will Be Started the First Thing 
This Morning—Colonel Livingston 
and Judge Newman Confer. 


The case of Marton Barnett charged 
with having made and passed counterfeit 
money was up before the United States 
court the entire session of the court yester- 
day. 

Erom the present appearance it would 
seem that Barnett is likely to be sent up 
far a term, the evidence being exceeding- 
ly strong against him. The witnesses for 
the defense were introduced mainly to show 
the good character of the supposed coun- 
terfeiter. 

Colonel Darnell read the outline of the 
ease that he intended to work up against 
Barnet, to the end of convicting him of 
having made counterfeit money and having 
passed the spurious ciou. The district at- 
torney stated that he intended to prove 
that fie the month of December of the year 
past the defendaut was in possession of, and 
made full use of, ah entire and complete 
outfit of counterfeiter’s implements. 

The first witness introduced was Captain 
Forsyth, secret service agent, 

Captain Forsyth replated the story of 
the arrest of Burnett by Captain Crim, of 
the city detective’ force, and how he had 
taken the key of Barnett’s room and found 
the outlay of counterfeiters’ instruments. 
Accarding to Captain Forsyth he found in 
a large box a most interesting series of 
spurious coin-maker’s tools, and a lot of both 
finished and unfinished money, sifty-six 
unfinished nickels of the date of 1890 were 
found, and they all bore the same identi- 
fication mark, or flaw, that was found upon 
the nickels passed by Barnett upon Eu- 
banks. f 

“There were a couple of vices, a pair or 
two of pliers, fwd or three files, two pieces 
of half-and-half, two or three Britania dip- 
pers, said the captain, “three moulds, a 
lot of plaster of paris, a melting pot and 
various other paraphernalia. 

Captain Crim was the next witness, and 
testified about the arrest of Barnett and 
the manner in which he took it. 

“The counterfeit coins passed by Eu- 
banks, said the detective, “which caused 
his arrest was the subsequent rea- 

the arrest 0 Barnet. 
Eubanks protested his innocence 
stoutly. When Barnett was arrested he 
was firm in the belief that he was entirely 
innocent of anything in the line of counter- 
feiting. He stated that the box found in 
his room belonged to a man named Wil- 
liams, who was a friend of his.” 

Chief Connolly was the third witness, 
and did not Mrow any more light on the 
subject fürthen than the verifying of some 
unimportant conversations. 

The last witness was J. W. Eubanks, 
who was arrested upon the same charge as 
that docketed against Barnett. 

“Barnett,” said Eubanks, “owed me some 
money, and one day I met him in front of 
the Kimball house. I asked him for ethe 
money and he took me just inside the ro- 
tunda and said that he would pay part. He 

aid me three dollars, in nickels an half dol- 
ars. I went to a dry goods store and paid 
a woman clerk two of the half dollars that 
I had received from Barnett for some goods 
that I purchased. She took the money, but 
it was returned to me by the head clerk, 
who said that it was counterfeit. I paid 
him in good money and went out to hunt up 
Barnett. I found him in a restaurant and 
pulled out three half dollars that he had 
given me and told him that they were coun- 
terfeit, and that I wanted to have him make 
them good. } 
and paid me in good money in return fox 
the spurious. He stated to me that he had 
received the money only a short while before 
from Mr. Davis, of Lowry’s bank. The 
other money—the nickels—I spent for some 
eggs, I think.” 

This was the substance of Eubanks’s tes- 
timony, and Captain Forsyth_was_ reintro- 
duced to testify in regard to the similarity 
of the coins received by Eubanks and those 
found in the possession of Barnett. 

Witnesses for the Defense. 


Messrs. A. P. Morgan, W. H. Morgan, W. 
J. Duncan, J. H. Franklin and A. J. Kiser 
were introduced to prove the good character 
of the defendant, and all of them testified 
that they had known him for a number of 
years, and in their estimation he had always 
been a law-abiding citizen. 

Barnett was sworn and testified that he 
was not the owner of the box, but that a 
friend of his, one Williams, had left it with 
hi 


The case was then continued until this 
morning, when argument will begin. It is 
more than likely that a verdict will be found 
in a very short time.

Just after the United States court was 
opened yesterday morning Colonel Livingston 
walked in and was invited to a seat upon 
the rostrum by Judge Newman. Colonel 
Livingston conferred with the judge in re- 
gard to the suspension of the sentence of Jo- 
seph Baker, of Newton county, who is in jail 
under a thirty-day sentence.

A NEW SUB-STATION. 


It Is Proposed That the Old Cells and Fur- 
nishings Be Used. 

A new police sub-station is among the pos- 
sible improvements to be made in the po- 
lice department in the near future. It may 
be thut the new sub-station will be added to 
the department during the coming summer. 

Talk about the new sub-station has been 
revived by the removal from the old police 
headquarters into the new. The fact that 
the new station is so far removed from the 
west side of the city has emphasized the 
need of a branch station somewhere in the 
western half of town. ; 

And the fact that the department now has 
on hand sufficient equipment for a new sta- 
tion causes the proposed plan to receive a 
fresh boom. The old furniture used in the 
Pryor street headquarters will not be util- 
ized in the new home of the — and will 
be practically of no value. Then there will 
be the cells now used in the old station 
house. They will be worthless to the de- 
partment, and will be stored away until a 
time comes when they can be pressed into 
use. The cells would be about the largest 
item of cost in the building of a new sub- 
station, but the city now has them without 
being placed at the expense of buying them. 

It has been suggested to the council by the 
board of police commissioners that a sub- 
station be established on Peters street, and 
this recommendation will be pressed in July. 
The fact that very small expense will be in- 
volved is an almost sure guarantee that the 
sub-station will be erected. 

One row of cells in the police station has 
already been torn down, and last night the 
remaining tier was packed with prisoners. 
Among the cells torn away was the famous 
cell No. 1, in which many famous criminals 
have been confined. The cells will be stored 
away in the new headquarters, and when 
they are needed they can readily be placed 
together again. .

All the offices on the second floor were fitted 
up ready for occupancy. The chief's office 
was ready for the chief last night, but he 
will not go until tomorrow morning.

Which Was Printed Yesterday. 
LIKE THE OTHER SIDE IN THE CASE, 


He Thinks He Was Right, and Goes on to 
Show How It All Stands from His 
View of the Case. 


Dr. C. E. Dobbs, the Baptist minister at 
Cartersville, is not at all pleased with the 
publication in Thursday morning’s Constitu- 
tion about the Dobbs-Mashburn affair, and 
has written a card, the publication of which 
he asks. 

Dr. Dobbs thinks that he has been badly 
treated by the recent publication, and in his 
card talks his mind freely. 

The indications are that some of the prom- 
inent Methodists of Cartersville will find 
something in the doctor’s letter which does 
not suit his taste, and that a reply will be 
coming in from that source. But it looks 
like it was now time for the good people of 
that city to settle these little affairs amica- 
bly among themselves and not before the 
world. 

But here is Dr. Dobbs's letter: 

Cartersville, Ga., March 23.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Averse as I am to a newspaper con- 
troversy, I yet feel constrained to notice the 
article printed - iu today’s Constitution, in 
which my name so conspicuously appears. I 
have refrained from making any public state- 
ment in regard to the unfortunate matter, 
which has so unpleasantly agitated Carters- 
ville during the past few months. The only 
time I have been induced to talk to any news- 
paper representative about it was when your 
own irrepressible and irresistible Mr. Bruf- 
— 3 me, and he knows I told 

m deprecated any publication concernin 
the affair. That I have not “kept my mout 
shut“ is true; for I have felt that an honest 
expression of a firm conviction, sustained by 
proof easily read and in my opinion incontro- 
vertible, was neither unmanly nor inconsistent 
with truth and righteousness. My charge was 
not thoughtlessly nor hastily made. A man, 
fifty years old, does not usually make such a 
charge without believing it to be true; and 
certainly I do not believe anything of which 
I do not have what I consider reasonable 
evidence. That evidence I have been always 
ready and anxious to submit to any honest and 
impartial ingpiry.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Unsettled weather has continued over most 
of the country. A few states have reported 
little or no precipitation, but in a majority 
more or less rain has fallen during the past 
thirty-six hours except in the northwestern 
states where their freezing temperatures 
have caused precipitation to fall in the form 
of snow. The heaviest rainfall yesterday be- 
tween 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. was that of nearly 
an inch at Vicksburg. The heaviest snow- 
fall, nearly four inches, was measured at 
Huron, South Dakota. 

A storm area over the central portion of the 
country, with its center last night in the vi- 
cinity of St. Louis, is the principal cause of 
the general unsettled weather, and also the 
cause of the warm southerly wind and the 
resultant high temperatures that have pre- 
vailed for several days past in most sections 
of the country. The movement of the storm 
area towards the east today will probably 
cause bigh temperatures and rain in most of 
the middie and north Atlantic coast states. 
As quick as the center of a storm passes to 
the east of any point westerly or north- 
westerly winds set in and temperatures begin 
to fall. Under the influence of a northwest 
wind but for a few hours, temperature had 
fallen to 40 degrees at Kansas City last 
night, where at the same hour on the pre- 
ceding night, temperature was 32 degrees 
higher. An instance of the suddenness of 
a cold wave in that section. 

The highest temperature reported at 7 
o'clock last night, for the latitude, was 72 
degrees at Cincinnati, 2 degrees warmer than 
in Atlanta. The lowest reported was 20 de- 
grees at North Platte.

Accordingly they made their payment to 
the tax collector under protest, and with 
the distinct understanding that suit would 
be made for its recovery. The last taxes 
were paki tö (Mr. Stewart about two 
months ago by Colonel Hammond, as the 
attorney for the cold storage men. 

The hearing of ‘the first suit began in the 
city court last Wednesday and was con-

Transmitting Sound to the Ear by the Use 
of a Simple Device. * 


There is little doubt but what the treat- 
ment of deafness has been revolutionized 
by the invention of the sound discs. The 
development and growth of the use of this 
device ‘is phenomenal, and is well worthy 
the attention it has received in medical 
circles, where it has been widely discussed 
and most heartily approved. A prominent 
physician has gone so far as to estimate

OY. the aid of this instrument; and he con- 
ders it an easy triumph over this most 
distressing affliction. 

While the idea of such an instrument is 
not strictly new, yet the restoration of 
such a large number of desperate and aban- 
doned cases by its use has proven it to be 
of vastly more importance than was at first 
supposed. A recent interview with the in- 
ventor of the instrument, Mr. ma. . 
Wales, who lives in Bridgeport, Conn., 
discloses how the idea of such an ingenious 
instrument first occurred to him. It was 
learned that it was first suggested from 
the fact that most people who suffer from 
defective hearing, hear better in a noise, 
or on a moving train, which is caused by 
the increased vibration of the ear. From 
this Mr. Wales said he was confident that 
he could invent a device which could be 
worn with comfort by the patient, and 
which would focus the smaller waves of 
sound on the drum-head, thus increasing 
its vibration, and enabling the patient to 
hear ordinary conversation and public 
speaking. After many experiments the 
final outcome of this happy thought has 
been the present device, which must be an 
ideal one; as it is worn in the ear out of 
sight for months at a time.
